ciety in session Drs. T. P. Atkinson, 
H. C. Lathan and Landon B. Ed- 
wards as delegates ffom the Virginia 
Medical Society. They were intro- 
duced by Dr. Foote and were warmly 
welcomed to the deliberations of the 
Society by Dr. C. J. O’ Hagan in one 
of those beautifui oratorial efforts 
for which this gentleman is distin- 
guished. 

Dr. T. P. Atkinson replied ina 
most felicitous style, in which he paid 
ahigh and just tribute te the old 
North State and her sons, both of the 
legal and medical profession, sin- 
cerely hoping that the ties of friend- 
ship and union now existing between 
the two Societies may always con- 
tinue, &e. 

Business was now resumed. The 
President announced that written 
communications were still in order 
and the Society was ready to receive 
any remarks from members. 

Doctor Thomas Duffy reported two 
cases of a nded animation or ap- 
parent death. The articles were re- 
ceived with unusual interest, and 
very appropriately referred to the 
Committee on Publication. One of 
the cases by Dr. Duffy was 
occasioned by a cow-pea lodging in 
the windpipe of a boy aged 8 years, 
and life was seemingly extinct under 
the operation. In openingthe larynx, 
all of a sudden there appeared to be 
a cessation of vital action which he 
restored by means of a female cathe- 
ter placed in the Mee mney | recently 
made, and from his own lungs car- 
ried on artificial respiration, his as- 
sistant, Dr. Dickson, expelling the 
air from the lungs with regularity as 
he inflated them. The family had 
given up all hopes of the life of the 
child, andeven the Doctors despaired, 
but by persistent efforts, the pea was 
finally expelled and the boy jis now 
well and hearty. 

Dr. Chas. Duffy was gratified at the 
operation above described, and had 
seen a case nearly similar to the one 
named, the obstacle being a grain 
of corn, which he thinks might have 
been saved, had the operation of 
tracheotomy been performed for its 
removal. 

Dr. Hines, from the Committee on 
Credentials, submitted a suplement- 
ary report recommending for mem- 
bership to the Society, Drs. E. 8. 
Foster, Louisburg; J. B. Hall, Scot- 
land Neck; J. M. Richardson, Lin- 
colnton; A. A. Hill, Lexington ;

Dr. Joseph Grabam, on the part of 
Col. Thomas, Superintendent of the 
Military Institute, extended an invi- 
tation to the Society t» visit his In- 
stitute, &c., when, on motion of Dr. 
Murphy, the invitation was accepted. 
On motion of Dr. F. J. Haywood, 
Jr., the installation was now pre- 
ceeded with. 

The President appointed Drs. F. J. 
Haywood, Jr., and C. J. O’ Hagan a 
committee to conduct the ne wly elec- 
ted President to his seat. 

Dr. J. W. Jones upon taking the 
chair returned his thanks to the So- 
ciety forthe honor conferred, ete. 
Dr. Norcom, the retiring President, 
then addressed the Society. After 
thanking them for the uniform kind- 
ness that he had received at their 
hands as the presiding officer, he 
proceeded, instead of the usual vale- 
dictory address,to deliver an essay on 
‘*haemerrhagie malarial fever.’’ A 
full and concise history of the disease 
was considered in allits details. He 
contends that it was but a malignant 
form of malarial fever and strongly 
condemns antiphilogistic and pre- 
aratory treatment, and enforces the 
importance of the abortive and res- 
torative treatment. Under the latter 
his mortality has been mi. 

The article of Dr. Norcom was said 
by the profession to have been one of 
the most important papers ever filed 
in the archives of the Society. 

Dr. C. J. O’Hagan said in ‘‘open 
meeting,’’ that I arise not only to 
move the reference of Dr. Norcom’s 
paper to the Committee on Publica- 
tion, but that the thanks of this So- 
ciety be tendered him for the very 
valuable papers just received. 

The President, Dr. Jones, an- 
nounced that it was now in order to 
consider the time and place of the 
next meeting. 

Dr. Miller placed Goldsboro in 
nomination. 

Dr. Foote placed Wilson in nomi- 
nation, reading a pressing invitation 
from the physicians and citizens of 
that place.

THE PREsS ON THEIR VISIT TO 
RALEIGH.— We subjoin extracts from 
several of our exchanges concerning 
the recent visit to this city. We 
should like to reproduce their arti- 
cles entire, had we the space to ad- 
mit of it: 

[From the Hillsboro Recorder. 

The graceful compliment and ele- 

ant tribute paid to the Press of North 

arolina throughout the whole pe- 
riod of its annual convention form 
too striking an object to be passed 
over as one of the mere incidentals 
ef every day life. 

It was one of the first public recog- 
nitions of the power of the press,and 
almost one of the first acknowledge- 
ments of its services. It was also 
one of the first manifestations of a 
perception of the mutuality of the 
relations between that guiding spirit 
which acting upon intelligence, 
strives to awake society to its duties 
and the knowledge of its powers, 
and those interests, moral, intellec- 
tual, and material. which it is the 
work of the press to arouse into ac- 
tion. 

We do not design here to enter in- 
to any detail of the merely business 
operations of the convention. That 
will hardly interest most of our 
readers who, many of them at least, 
will have been already fully informed 
through the city press of Raleigh. 
But we think we hardly need apolo- 
gize if we devote rather more space 
than is our custom to a single sub- 
ject. The compliment to the repre- 
sentative intelligence of cur readers 
must be appropriated by themselves, 
and we think they will fully appre- 
ciate the honor in which the organs 
of their respective communities were 
held, and share in the pleasures so 
lavishly spread and so heartily en- 
joyed by the hard-worked and 
meagerly rewarded toilers for the 
general welfare. 

We are overwhelmed in the very 
outset with an embarrass du richesse, 
for Raleigh in all its connections 
with the press was so lavishly hospi- 
table, so delicately generous,so provi- 
dent in its preparations, and so mag- 
nificent in carrying out all the details 
of the arrangements, that more was 
resented for participation and en- 
joyment, than it is possible brief- 
ly to do justice to. The resolu- 
tions adopted by the convention must 
suffice instead of an individual ex- 
pression of opinion, and will excuse 
the enumeration ofall ministers to 
the pleasures of the Association. We 
will briefly notice some of the occa- 
sions enjoyed and places visited.

[Manning gives arunning sketch 
of the convention and of the diffe- 
rent entertainments in which he par- 
ticipated, promising to speak more 
specially hereafter of the enterprise 
of Raleigh, Durham and Haw River. 
The following is the impression 
made upon his mind: ] 
It was our good fortune to be pre- 
sent at the Second Annual Meeting 
of the North Carolina Press Associa- 
tion in Raleigh last week where we 
learned much and saw more. The 
proceedings of the Convention, 
throughout, were characterized by 
the best of order and good feeling and 
the members seemed to vie with each 
other in contributing to the general 
harmony. Much was done calculated 
to enhance newspaper interest 
in the State and doubtless each editor 
profited by the discussions which 
frequently brought out a rehearsal of 
individual experiences. At any rate 
the mingling together—interchange 
of thought—pledges of co-operation 
—renewal of friendships and the 
forming of new ties will serve to 
more closely unite the newspaper 
men ot the State and thus render 
their efforts for North Carolina more 
effective. 

Our space will not admit of minute

Proceedings of the Annual Convene 
tion of the P,. E. Church of the 
Diocese of North Carolina. 

WILMINGTON, May 21. 


After the morning session 
Atkinson opened the session wit 
prayer. The roll was called, anda 
number of delegates were reported 
present in addition to those on yes- 
terday. 

On motiou, visiting cler and 
candidates for orders were invited to 
seats on the fioor. 

Committee on the State of the 
Church, on Canons, and on Finance 
were elected without change from 
the membership of the past year.

BISHOP’S ADDRESS. 
Right Rev. Thomas Atkinsoa then 
delivered the Bishop’s address. 
He said the last Convention had 
been rendered memorable by the 
election to the Assistant Bishopric 
of Rev. Dr. T. B. Lyman, long 
known and honored in the Church, 
with whom he could gladly co-ope- 
laite, 

ANNUAL REVIEW. 
There had been 343 confirmations 
by himself and 211 by Bfshop Ly- 
man, in all 554, baptisms 13, marriag- 
es 3, consecrations 38. There had 
been 6 Deacons admitted orders, and 
2 Priests, 4Clergymen received from 
other dioceses and 5 lost by removal 
and 1 by death. : 
The present number of clergy was 
larger than ever before in the history 
of the Diocese, being 57. There were 
also 3 candidates for Priest’s orders, 
5 for Deacon’s and 7 Postulants. 
He referred to the deaths of the 
Bishops of Wisconsin and Cape Pal- 
mas, and the ‘‘calamity worse than 
death” which had befallen Bishop 
Cummings, in organizing a body 
‘fwhich has begun to die before it has 
begun to live.’”’ The General Con- 
vention was alluded to, and the prob- 
able questions before it concerning 
the integrity of the Prayer Book de- 
viations from accustomed services, 
the laws of marriage and divorce, and 
the subject of abbreviated services. 
He also directed the attention of 
the Conyention to the usefulness of 
women in parts of labor in the 
orga and paid them a high trib- 
ute. 

He appealed for christian 
education, and the adoption of some 
means toawaken interest on this im- 
portant subject. He spoke warmly 
of the good accomplished at St. Ma- 
ry’s, and alluded to the proposed 
sehool at Charlotte, under the charge 
of Rev. N. C. Hughes. He conclu- 
ded with a review of his visitations. |

He returned cordial thanks to the

An Encouraging Field For En- 
deavor. 

An intelligent writer in Wilming- 
ton, in a letter to the Louisville Couw- 
rier-Journal, gives that paper the 
following interesting facts coneern- 
ing the present political condition of 
North Carolina: 

‘Of all the reconstructed States, 
not already assured to the Liberal 
Democratie column, North Carolina 
presents the most encouraging field 
of endeavor; and yet an analysis of 
the politics of the State presents dif- 
ficulties that generally make North 
Carolina politics sui generis. The 
meager majority given to Caldwell, 
the present Radical Governor, two 
years ago, would not constitute a safe

tion. ‘The mountaineers of the wes- 
tern counties who, from a variety of 
prejudices, resentments and sympa- 
thies, have unfortunately voted in 
large numbers the Republican ticket, 
are outraged at the suggestion of ne- 
gro equality, and a judicious canvass 
of the counties west of Raleigh by 
men against whom the people re- 
member none of the bitter animosi- 
ties and unforgiving distrusts begot- 
ten by the war, will certainly be re- 
warded with a large accession of 
needed Conservative strength. Upon 
the heavy negro vote of the eastern 
counties, solid as a wedge, and im- 
penetrable as granite, we shall make 
little impression save in isolated cases 
here and there; but the aggregate of 
auxiliary strength from this source 
will not be ineconsiderable.”’ 


THE Corron Crop.—tThe greatest 
experts must make sad mistakes in 
estimating the amount of cotton to 
be raised and shipped in any year, 
especially if the estimates are made 
early in the season. Three million 
and a half of bales have already been 
received atthe Atlantic ports, two 
hundred thousand more are on their 
way and ‘‘in sight,’”’ and yet ‘‘the 
most experienced operators” differ in 
their views as to the total of the crop 
to the extent of four hundred thou- 
sand bales. Seventy-one estimates 
were made in New Orleans, and they 
ranged from 3,975,000 bales to 4,371,- 
000, the average being 4,173,000. One 
hundred and seventy-two estimates 
at Augusta, Georgia, range from 
3,918,203 bales to 4,408,234, the aver- 
age being 4,178,383.

ers would again prove recreant to 
their sacred trust, and would divert 
the publicfund to their private pur- 
poses. 

Resolved, That a wise policy dic- 
tates the adoption of such measures 
as may be neeessary to increase the 
educational advantages of the chil- 
dren of North Carolina. 

Resolved, That we earnestly recom- 
mend to the members of the Demo- 
cratic—Conservative party to discour- 
age independent candidates and all 
other disorganizers, and that all sup- 
port be promptly withdrawn from 
every aspirant for oftice who shall 
oppose the regular nominees of our 
conventions. 

Resolved, That we tender to the 
friends of Free Government our sin- 
cere congratulations at the triumph 
of the great principles of the Consti- 
tution as illustrated by the Demo- 
cratic suecesses In the recent State 
and local elections. 


PLAN OF ORGANIZATION, 


The following plan of organization 
of the Democratic-—Conservative par- 
ty was adopted : 

1, The Executive Committee for 
ihe State shall consist as at present 
appointed, and shall have all the 
powers heretofore conferred upon it. 

2. The Executive Committee for 

the Congressional and Judicial Dis- 
tricts shall continue as at present 
constituted, until regularly changed, 
and shall have general supervision of 
the affairs of the party in their res- 
pective districts. 
3. In each county there shall be an 
Executive Committee composed of a 
Central Committee of not less than 
three members, and of at least one 
Com mitteeman from each township, 
This Committee shall, under direc- 
tion of the County Convention, have 
entire control of county matters. It 
shall be their duty to see that all the 
details of the canvass are properly 
conducted ; that the polls are attend- 
ed by competent challengers, that 
each Conservative casts his allot, 
and that no fraud is perpetrated at 
the election. They are particularly 
enjoined to take the necessary steps 
for the efficient organization of town- 
ships, and to seek by a wise adminis- 
tration to promote harmony and to 
inspire eonfidence. 

4. All Executive Committees are 
properly chosen by the Conventions 
held for the respective territorial di- 
visions; but if for any cause there 
should be a failure by the proper 
Convention to appoint an Executive 
Committee, then the State Executive 
Committee may supply the deficien- 
cy. 

5. Nominations for County offi- 
cers and members of the General As- 
sembly shall be made by County 
Conventions; for Town and Town- 
ship officers, by town and township 
conventions; for members of Con- 
gress and Judicial officers by the 
District Conventions. 

6. All Conventions shall be open, 
and due notice of the time and place 
of convening the same shall be given, 

The resignation of Col. Walter 
Clark, as a member of the Executive 
Committee on account of his removal 
from Halifax, was read and accepted, 
and Dr, H. E. T. Manning, of Wel- 
don, was appointed to fill the vacan- 
cy, after which the following resolu- 
tion was adopted : 

Resolved, That this Committee ad- 
journ to meet again in this city on 
the 10th day of June next, and that 
all the members be requested to at- 
tend. W. R. Coy, Chairman.
